(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 2 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chang (US-5,761,121). 

Chang discloses in figures 21-22D a non-volatile semiconductor memory device 
comprising a semiconductor substrate (314), a first well (312), a second well (330), a 
pair of p-type impurity diffused region (320 and 322) at the first well, a floating gate 
(326) with a tunnel insulating layer (Note lines 58-65. column 15), and an impurity 
diffused control region (332). 

In re claim 2, it is well known to use p-type control region as taught in figure 2 of 

Chang 

Applicant's arguments filed October 7, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Figures 21-22D and 2 of Chang clearly teach the claimed structure. 

Newly submitted claim 1 1 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Species I 
(Figures 1-3) does not have the pair of source/drain impurity diffused regions being the 
impurity diffused control region. 
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Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 1 1 Is withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
